London, Feb. 2T.—The attack made by 
the Burrs, numbering (XP, ard drivirgra.- 
tie before them in an attempt M rush 
the outpoat line near Botha-berg, Trans¬ 
vaal Colony, duriag the nigbt of Feb¬ 
ruary 23rd. was mwl determined. They 
were led by two well-known fighter*.

When th# Boer, realised that their 
attempt to actually break through the 
wire fence* was frustrated they crouch¬ 
ed beside the dead cattle, with which 
the ground was tnlrkty strewn. and 
from that defence pound a heavy fire 
on the British troops:

alcohol was reduced by 30 per cent, by 
mean* of the new proees*. 

The itoost important application of this 
invention will mi doubt he to submarine 
bouts. H has hitherto been difficult to 
make nor of any motive power in a sub¬ 
marine except that derived from electri¬ 
cal storage batteries.
